Like a house of 
card s, elem en t 93, falls ap art as 
fast as you build it. 
T hat is probably 
the reason 
n ature apparen tly d oes n ot make 
elem en t 93. Like its closest rela­ 
tiv e amon g the n atu ral elemen ts, 
uran ium , elem en t 93 is rad ioac­ 
tiv e; th a t is, it is con stan tly d is­ 
in tegratin g. B ut while 
uran ium 
d isin tegrates 
v ery 
slowly, 
so 
th a t it can exist on earth 
for 
lon g ages, elem en t 93 
d isin te­ 
grates v ery rapid ly, an d is gon e 
alm ost before it has time to exist 
a t all. 
W hen an elem en t is rad ioac^ 
tiv e its atom s are grad ually ex­ 
plod in g an d thereby bein g an n i­ 
hilated un til ev en tually there is 
n on e of the origin al 
substan ce 
left. In the process, 
the 
d yin g 
atom s giv e off three kin d s 
of 
rays—alpha, beta an d gamma. 
Gam m a rays, the m ost p en etrat­ 
in g kin d kn own except 
cosmic 
rays from outer space, are giv en 
off by rad ium an d are useful, in 
treatin g can cer an d other d iseas­ 
es. 
Uran ium, out of which the n ew 
elem en t 93 was built, is the p ar­ 
en t of rad ium . 
It d isin tegrates 
in to rad ium , which in tu rn d isin ­ 
tegrates in to lead . The atom s of 
a rad ioactiv e substan ce explod e 
an d d ie a t a certain rate, d iffer­ 
en t for each substan ce. 
Half the atoms in an y am oun t 
of rad ium will explod e in 1,600 
years, but in the n ext 1,600 years 
on ly half the rem ain in g on es will 
be m ain tain ed while the rad ium 
lasts. 
U ran ium 
d isin tegrates 
m uch more 
slowly. 
H alf 
the 
atoms in an y am oun t of it will 
d ie in about four or fiv e billion 
years. A rad ioactiv e gas, rad on , 
d isin tegrates v ery fast, half its 
atom s d yin g in a little less th an 
four d ays.

All dealers must keep all fire­ 
works stored in non-inflammable 
containers if the original ship­ 
ping cases hav e been unpacked 
before J une 20. 
No fireworks capable of caus­ 
ing serious injury to the person 
by ex plosion or contact shall be 
sold. No fireworks shall be sold 
to children under 12 y ears of 
age. No fireworks shall be, sold or 
ex ploded at any public filling 
station or bulk station of class 1 
and 2 inflammable liquids. 
The state department of safety 
reserv es the right to stop the use, 
sale, display and storage of fire­ 
works by any person doing the 
same in a careless or negligent 
manner or v iolating any of these 
rules.
